Raisin Popcorn Balls 

Place 2 cups granulated,sugar, 1 
cup brown sugar, %4 cup corn syrup 
and 1 cup water into a saucepan 
and stir until the sugat is dis- 
solved. Cook until a drop in cold 
water will form a soft ball. Add 1 
tablespoon butter and cook to the 
hard ball stage. Add 2 cups seeded 
raisins that have been steamed 
until plump. Pour some of the 
syrup over a large pan of crisp 
popcorn and mold that that is 
moistened into balls. Add more of 
the syrup and continue until all is 
used. You will need about 6 quarts 
freshly _popped corn. When coo] 
and dry wrap the balls in red and 
green squares of cellophane and 
tie with silver cords. 


Molasses Cookies 
Heat 1 cup molasses, remove 
from the fire and add % cup but- 
ter or other shortening and 2 tea- 
spoons soda. Sift 2% cups pre- 
sifted flour with 1% teaspoons 
ginger, 1 teaspoon baking powder 


and 1 teaspoon salt. Add gradually “ 


to the molasses mixture, blending 
well.
